Operation  Straight  ID  Training 


Fake  IDs  are  used  by  illegal  immigrants,  bad  check 
artists,  credit  card  thieves,  welfare  cheats  and  teenagers 
attempting  to  purchase  alcohol.  To  curb  the  use  of  fake  IDs, 
it  is  essential  that  business  and  retail  employees  be  proper¬ 
ly  trained. 


Operation  Straight  ID  offers  free  training  to  businesses 
and  law  enforcement  agencies.  The  classes  run  about  one 
hour  and  answer  the  following  questions: 

•  What  are  the  laws  and  penalties  for  using  a  fake  ID? 

•  What  are  the  special  security  features  of  the  Illinois 
driver's  license  and  ID  card? 


•  How  can  fake  IDs  be  detected? 


•  What  should  be  done  when  a  fake  or  fictitious  ID  is 
detected? 


Every  establishment  that  sends  one  or  more  employees 
to  an  Operation  Straight  ID  class  will  receive  the  following: 

•  Operation  Straight  ID  information  packet 

•  Large  color  poster  with  employee  names  who  have 
completed  training  in  detecting  fake  IDs.  The  poster 
also  has  actual-size  pictures  of  valid  driver's  licenses 
and  ID  cards. 

•  50-state  driver's  license  guide  (while  available). 

The  Secretary  of  State's  Operation  Straight  ID  classes  are 
funded  through  a  federal  grant  administered  by  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Transportation,  Division  of  Traffic  Safety. 
Classes  are  offered  across  Illinois  at  the  convenience  of 
police  agencies  and  businesses.

Illinois  Laws  Concerning  Driver's  Licenses  and  ID  Cards 


Illinois  Driver's  Licenses 


The  following  crime  is  a  Class  B  misdemeanor: 


defrauding  another;  or 
with  the  intent  to  use  the  license  or  permit  to 
obtain  any  other  identification  document. 


For  a  first  offense,  the  suspension  shall  be  for  a  minimum 
of  12  months.  For  second  and  subsequent  offenses,  the 
penalty  is  revocation.

Illinois  Laws  Concerning  the  Sale  of  Alcohol 


Liquor  Control  Act  of  1934 
(235  ILCS  5/6-16  and  5/6-20) 

A  common  concern  of  retail  liquor  employees  is:  "Am 
I  in  trouble  if  I  check  the  ID  and  serve  the  customer,  but 
the  ID  turns  out  to  be  false?" 

•  No  one  shall  sell,  give,  or  deliver  an  alcoholic  bev¬ 
erage  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  21  years  or  to 
any  intoxicated  person.  A  person  who  violates  this 
is  guilty  of  a  Class  A  misdemeanor  and  will  receive 
a  minimum  fine  of  $500. 

•  Any  person  may  refuse  to  sell,  deliver,  or  serve 
alcoholic  beverages  to  anyone  who  is  unable  to 
produce  adequate  proof  of  age  or  if  they  believe  the 
identification  is  false,  fraudulent,  altered  or  belongs 
to  someone  else. 


No  agent  or  employee  of  the  license  shall  be  disci¬ 
plined  or  discharged  for  selling  or  furnishing  liquor 
to  a  person  under  21  years  of  age  if  the  agent  or 
employee  demanded  and  was  shown,  before  fur¬ 
nishing  liquor  to  a  person  under  21  years  of  age, 
adequate  written  evidence  of  age  and  identity  of 
the  person  issued  by  a  federal,  state,  county  or 
municipal  government. ...including  but  not  limited 
to  a  motor  vehicle  operator's  license. ...or  an  ID 
card  issued  to  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces.  This 
paragraph,  however,  shall  not  apply  if  the  agent  or 
employee  accepted  the  written  evidence  knowing 
it  to  be  false  or  fraudulent.

Security  Features  of  the  Illinois  Driver's  License  and  ID  Card 


Hologram  Driver's  License  and  ID  Card 
(January  1994  -  December  1998) 

•  Laminate  jacket  surrounds  paper  card  product. 

•  Photo  is  shape  of  Illinois. 

-  Background  color  for  age  21  and  over  is  blue. 

-  Background  color  for  under  21  is  red. 

•  Multi-dimensional  hologram  of  the  state  seal  and 
the  Lincoln  penny  covers  birth  date. 

•  Expiration  date  and  birth  date  are  highlighted  in 
yellow. 


Digital  Driver's  License  and  ID  Card 
(February  1998  -  present) 

•  Digitized  photo  document. 

•  Photo  background  is  light  blue  for  all  ages. 

•  Durable  plastic. 

•  Expiration  date  highlighted  in  red.  For  drivers  under 
age  21,  the  birth  date  also  is  highlighted  in  red. 

•  Driver's  license/ID  card  number  is  red. 

•  Driver's  license/ID  card  has  a  hologram  of  an  out¬ 
line  of  the  state  with  a  message  about  Illinois'  .08 
DUI  law. 

•  Header  above  picture  for  those  age  21  and  over  is 
dark  blue. 

•  Header  above  picture  for  those  under  age  21  is  red 
and  indicates,  Under  21  until  MM-DD-YY. 


How  Can  Fake  IDs  Be  Detected? W 


What  to  look  for: 

•  Security  features — Carefully  check  security  featur 
to  confirm  that  the  card  is  legitimate. 

•  Someone  else's  card — Make  sure  the  photo, 
and  weight  on  the  card  matches  the  pcr^fr 

of  you.  / [tiMt 

•  Expiration  date — Do  not  accept  the  driver's 
license/ID  card  if  the  date  is  expired — if  is  invalid. 

•  Size ,  color ;  lettering ,  thickness ,  comers— Compare 
the  questionable  driver's  license/ID  card  against  a 
"standard" — your  own  valid  driver's  license. 

•  If  it  is  an  out-of-state  driver's  license,  qfcfoTCflhfttefe 
son  looks  unfamiliar  to  you,  use  an  ID  checking 
guide.  This  is  especially  important  in  college  and 
tourist  communities.

the  identification  presented  is  questionable: 

Ask  for  a  second  piece  of  identification.  People 
ith  fake  IDs  rarely  carry  back-up  identification. 

uiz  the  cardholder  about  basic  information  on  the 
such  as  birth  date,  middle  initial,  ZIP  Code. 

k  for  a  signature  and  compare  it  to  the  one  on  the 
ard.  People  may  try  to  memorize  information  on 
he  card,  but  rarely  do  they  practice  the  signature. 


Four-Step  Procedure  for  Handling 
License  or  ID  Card 

1 .  Advise  the  person  presenting  the  suspicious  license 
or  ID  card  that  they  need  to  wait  while  the  docu¬ 
ment  is  examined  by  comparing  it  to  an  Operation 
Straight  ID  poster  and/or  an  ID  checking  guide. 


Suspicious  Driver's 


3.  If  you  were  able  to  hold  the  license  or  ID  card  and 
the  person  who  presented  it  leaves,  walk  outside 
and  obtain  the  license  plate  number  of  the  car  they 
enter,  if  possible. 


If  the  driver's  license  or  ID  card  is  possibly  fraudu¬ 
lent  or  fictitious,  call  the  local  police  department. 

2.  If  the  person  submitting  the  driver's  license  or  ID 
card  asks  for  its  return,  tell  them  they  can  have  it  as 
soon  as  the  police  come  and  check  it  or  they  can 
stop  by  the  next  day  and  pick  it  up. 

If  a  confrontation  begins,  return  the  driver's  license 
or  ID  card.
